~ The Commiflionets appointed by the Emperor to 
Inquire into the Grievances of the Croatians, haviag 
made their Report to the Emperor, he has ordered, 
that fuch of the Imbabitants as are of the Greek 
Religion, be reftored to the Poffeffion of the Churches 
taken from them by the Roman Catholicks ; and the 
Emperor has likewife promifed them, that they fhall 
have Juftice done them with regard to. the Eccle- 
fiaftical Revenues that were taken from them at the 
fame Time with the Churches. This News put the 
Croatians in fo good a Humour, that 10,000 of ’em 
have taken Horfe im order to march towards the 
Frontiers of Bofnia, with the Imperial Troops that 
arrived in Croatia fome Months ago ; and a great 
Quantity of Arms and Ammunition have been {ent 
from Vienna to be diftributed to them. 

"Tis given out now at Vienna, that if Spain will 
confent to the Suppreffion of fome Claufes inferted 
in the Acts of Remunciation fent to the Imperial 
Court, the Emperor will, without more Delay, fend 
the Paffports for the Count de Fuenclara to come to 
him from Veniee. 

As certain Forcign Powers intereft themfelves 
very much for the fpeedy Determination of the Affair 
of the Succeffion of Juliers and Berg, we are aflur’d, 
that the Emperor, who is the only lawful Judge in 
the Caufe, has refolved to appoint Commifioners for 
difcuffing it with the Forms prefcribed by the Laws 
of the ire. 

The Envoy of the States General at the Court of 
of Vienna, has acquainted their High Mightineffes, 
that notwithftanding all the Inftances made on their
